Senate’s Jobby investigation today 
developed the fact that in the last 
seven years, or since the passage 
of the Fordney-McCumber tariff 
act of 1922, the United States Beet 
Sugar Association has spént close 
to $500,000 on a Washington of- 
fice designed to create sentiment 

for an increased sugar tariff. 

H A. Austin, secretary-treasurer 
of the association, at a salary of 
$8000-a vear, was the sotirce of 
this information. He told the in- 
vestigating committee, headed by 
Senator Caraway “Dem.), Arkan- 
Sas, that the work of the organiza- 
tion was “perfectly legitimate pub- 
licity work” and denied that he 
was a lobbyist in any reprehensible 
sense. He said his association 


| represented 90 per cent of the beet 


sugar production of the United 
States. 

Austin named the National City 
Bank of New York as one’ of the 
organizations which had. been ac- 
tive in putting out propaganda m 
favor of a low tariff on sugar. 

Smiling Annoys Caraway. 

In the face of provocative ques- 
tions by Chairman Caraway, Aus- 
tin preserved his manner of 
determined cheerfulness. Caraway 
sought to learn exactly what he did 
and he replied his duties were the 
ordinary duties of a trade associa - 
tion executive. 

“You must do something besides 
just smile,” snapped Caraway. Aus- 
tin replied that he gathered sugar 
statistics on acreage. production, 
etc.. from all over the world and 
distributed them. He sent out some 
information to the press, “some ele- 


ments” of which he felt needed “ed- 


ucation.” Quizzed by Senator Walsh

At a conference 
prior to the awarding of the main 
Elk. Hills lease on Dec. il, 1922, 
the preferential right contained in 
the Pearl Harbor contract was 
awarded, Bain said. 

On direct examination, Baio 
had testified that the actual con- 
tract had not been seen by Fall 
until he signed it and that Fal! 
was not familiar with the terms. 

The papers in the negotiations 
were sent to Fall after the bids, 
were opened and before the con- 
tract was signed, he testified.

Admiral Robison Testifies. 

Then Rear Admiral Robison, 
who represented the Navy during 
negotiations leading to the’ oil 
leases, was called to the stand. 

He told of preparing a “policy 
letter’’ setting out terms under 
which the Navy would lease its .oil 
reserves. He said the documents 
embodies his ideas and those of 
Fall. He asserted that the part of 
the letter providing for exchange 
of royalty oil for storage facilities 
at Pearl Harbor was made neces- 
sary because Pacific Coast security 
required the navy to have an oil 
supply in Hawaii.

Activities of Lobbyists. 

The witness named several sugar 
executives, including 8S. H. Love, 
president of the Beet Sugar Asso- 
ciation, who had been here “off 
and on” during the consideration 
of the pending tariff bill. -He said 
that eight or 10 of them had been 
in his office at one time. 

Walsh asked if they confined 
themselves to testifying before 
congressional committees, and Aus- 
tin replied that he had no doubt 
they also went around and saw 
Senators and Congressmen from 
their respective states. 

Austin said, in replying to a 
series of questions by Senator 
Blaine, that he “had something to 
do” with a “press release” con- 
taining a statement by Congress- 
man Haugen of Iowa and that a 
publicity man for the Great West- 
ern Co. “supervised” the “release” 
of a statement by Congressman 
Timberlake of Colorado. 

Working Up Sentiment, 

The witnesses candidly agreed 
that these and similar statements 
written up in the form of “news 
stories,” were put out with a view 
to stirring up sentiment for the 
purposed increase in the sugar 
tariff. -He was sure that news- 
paper men appreciated the aid thus 
given’ them in the preparation of 
their articles. — 

The witness told of another “re- 
lease” which stated that the 
American Farm Bureau4Federation 
had framed the sugar tariff in- 
crease. Austin said he wrote the

Federation, he explained, advo- 
cated the increase, so that there 
was no misrepresentation of its 
position

Blaine called attention to vari- 
ous other so-called “press releases’ 
put out by the beet sugur people, 
one of them containing quotations 
from a statement by Former Secre} 
tary of Agriculture Jardine.

Donald and his party went to a 
luncheon of the Canadian Club of 
Toronto, where in an address he 
traced the growth in power and 
influence within the kingdom of 
the colonies and dominions and 
the changing attitude of London 
toward them. In the old days “it 
was the strap and the words of 
auhority and the threats,” he said. 
But now the “children” had grown 
up and gone away though they 
were still bound to the old stock 
by the threads of their ancestry. 

Britain’s Broad Nationhood. 

“I go back over there to Lon- 
don,” he continued, “to Whitehall, 
to the House of Commons, that 
center where great men have lived 
and moved and died. I live in a 
house where every Prime Minister 
of Great Britain from Walpole to 
MacDonald has lived. I sit on a 
(front porch where every man who 
has led the House of Commons has 
sat. When I go there I think of 
Canada, I think of Australia, I] 
think of New Zealand ‘and _ the 
Irish Free State and I remember 
that unless we can preserve  be- 
tween us the bond of fellowship no 
other bond can keep us one. 

“I am not ashamed of being a 
Britisher. I am not ashamed of 
being a Scotsman. But I do feel 
their is a broader nationhood in 
which we all be one.”

The photo-electric cell is a con- 
ductor of electricity only in pro- 
portion to the strength and tone of 
the light playing upon it.

Sound is translated into a varying 
current of electricity in every tele- 
phone, and the Neon glow tube, 
sensitive to the electrical equiva- 
lents of sou vibrations, translates 
that sound mto light. 

Measuring of Stress. 

Measuring of stress by elliptical- 
ly polarized light was demonstrat- 
ed yesterday by Kintner’s assistant, 
Dr. Phillips Thomas. By older 
methods, calculation of strain on 
material in complicated shapes was 
sometimes impossible. Celluloid 
reproductions of the pieces showed 
a measurable pattern like a rain- 
bow at the points of stress and in 
proportion to it, which could be 
compared with patterns of known 
stress for exact measurement,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16. — H. 
Foster Bain, director of the Bu- 
vreau of Mines in the Harding ad- 
ministration, testified today in the 
pribery trial of Albert B, Fall that 
the former» Secretary of the In- 
terior had let his subordinates. in 
the/ department understand that no 
final oil leases could be negotiated 
without his approval} and that the 
Elk Hills and Pearl Harbor prop- 
osition had been submitted to him. 
Bain said before Full went West 
the Secretary showed him the con- 
tract awarding the Teapot Dome 
oil reserve to the Mammoth Co. of 
Harry F. Sinclair. At a conference 


prior to the awarding of the main. 


Elk Hills lease on Dec. 11, 1922, 
the preferential right contained in 
the Pearl Harbor contract was 
awarded, Bain said. 

On. direct examination, Baio 
had testified that the actual con- 
tract had not been seen by Fall 
until he signed it and that Fal! 
was not familiar with the terms. 

The papers in the negotiations 
were sent to Fall after the bids 
were opened and before the con- 
tract was signed, he testified. 

A. W. Ambrose, of the Empire 
Oil Co. of Bartlesville,” Ok., for- 
merly chief of the petroleum divi- 
sion of the Bureau of Mines, fol- 
lowed Bain cn the stand. He cor- 
roborated Bain's testimony as to 
the early Pearl Harbor negotia- 
tions, — 

Ambrose said he recommended 
acceptance of the Pan-American 
bid as the best, without advice 
from anyone, 

Testimony of Lionel T. Barneson, 
president of the General Petroleum 
Co; of Los Angeles, was read to the 
jury from the record of the Fall- 
Sinclair conspiracy trial of 1926. 

Admiral Robison Testifies. 

Then Rear Admiral Robison, 
who represented the Navy during 
negotiations leading to the oil 
leases, was called to the stand. 

He told of preparing a “policy 
letter’’ setting out terms under 
which the Navy would lease its oil 
reserves. He said the documents 
embodies his ideas and those of 
Fall. He asserted that the part of 
the letter providing for exchange 
of royalty oil for storage facilities 
at Pearl Harbor was made neces- 
sary because Pacific Coast security 
required the navy to have an oil 
supply in Hawaii. 

Bains5s Previous Testimony. 

Bain earlier had testified that 
was out of the city during 
most of the time the contract with 
kdward L. Doheny was being ne- 
gotiated and had turned its entire 
handling over to him and E. C. 
Finney, First Assistant Secretary. 
He also testified that Fall was not 
familiar with the terms of the 
contract. 

Bain described in detail negotia- 
tions carried on with several oi} 
companies and of a trip he made to 
the Pacific Coast to interest oil 
companies in bidding for the con- 
tract, 

Bain testified Fall had never 
given anyone instructions that any 
to be favored in 
awarding the Pearl Harbor con- 


in tract. 


After having the witness iden- 
tify correspondence between the 
Navy and Interior Departments re- 
garding the royalty oil schedule in 
the contract, Frank Hogan, chief 
defense counsel, read a letter to 
Rear Admiral J. K. Robison in 
which Fall outlined Doheny’s ac- 
ceptance of higher Government 
schedules. In it Fall said no 
changes would be made in the 
contract without the Navy's ap- 
proval. Robison replied the next 
day thanking Fall for his help in 
upholding “national security.” 

Suggestions made by Robison, 
Bain said. were contained in the 
final contract which. Fall signed 
after reading it slowly, and asking 
if it were “all right.”

the waste paper basket,” replied 
the witness. , 
Activities of Lobbyists. 

The witness named several sugar 
executives, including 8S. H. Love, 
president of the Beet Sugar Asso- 
ciation, who had been ‘here “off 
and on” during the consideration 
of the pending tariff bill. -He said 
that eight or 10 of them had been 
in his office at one time. 

Walsh asked if they confined 
themselves to testifying before 
congressional committees, and Aus- 
tin replied that he had no doubt 
they also went around and saw 
Senators and Congressmen from 
their respective states. 

Austin said, in replying to a 
series of questions by Senator 
Blaine, that he “had something to 
do” with a “press release’ con- 
taining a statement by Congress- 
man. Haugen of Iowa and that a 
publicity man for fhe Great West- 
ern Co. “supervised” the “release” 
of a statement by Congressman 
Timberlake of Colorado. 

Working Up Sentiment, 

The witnesses candidly agreed 
that these and similar statements 
written up in the form of “news 
stories,” were put out with a view 
to stirring up sentiment for the 
purposel increase in the sugar 
tariff. He was sure that news- 
paper men appreciated the aid thus 
giveh them in the preparation of 
their articles. 

The witness told of another “re- 
lease” which. stated that the 
American Farm Bureau Federation 
had framed the sugar tariff in- 
crease. Austin said he wrote the 
“lead” for this . “release.” The 
Federation, he explained, advo- 
cated the increase, so that there 
was no misrepresentation of its 
position 

“Well, I don’t believe that Wash- 
ington racketeers represent the 
farmers,’’ retorted Blaine. 

Blaine called attention to vari- 
ous other so-called “press releases” 
put out by the beet sugur people, 
one of them containing quotations 
from a statement by Former Secre> 
tary of Agriculture Jardine. 

Austin said that in all these mat- 
ters he had been doing what he 
considered a perfectly legitimate 
piece of publicity work. 

Blaine asked whether -the inter- 
est of the beet sugar people in 
Philippine independence was due 
to a fundamental belief that the 
islands should be free, or to a de- 
sire to tax their sugar. Austin did 
not recall that the association had 
taken a stand on the independence 
question, but Blaine produced a 
“release” indicating that it had 
filed a brief in favor of inde- 
pendence. 

$450,000 for Propaganda. 

Again taking up the examina- 
tion, Senator Walsh asked the wit- 
ness if it was not correct to say 
that since the passage of the tariff 
act in 1922, the Beet Sugar As- 
sociation had spent $450,000, or 
nearly half a millon dollars. Austin 
said that this total on the basis 
of $70,000 a year was substantially 
correct. 

He was asked what organizations 
had been active on the low-tariff 
side of the sugar question, and he 
named, among others, the National 
City Bank of New York, the Ameri- 
can Bottlers of Carbonated Bever- 
ages, the United Staies Suger As- 
sociation, and the Rawleigh Tariff 
Bureau, headed by a Freeport, IIL, 
manufacturer. 

The witness in reply to questions 
Classified lobbyists in four groups 
—first.men with business interests 
who make occasional visits to 
Washington to look after legisla- 
tion affecting their interests; sec- 
ond, organized trade associations 
with permanent offices in Wash- 
ington; third, professional lobby- 
ists,"" who take on various clients 
for pay, and, fourth, “parasites” 
who make extravagant claims to 
influence with public officials. 

Austin said he was in the sec- 
ond class. 

“So you're a second-class lobby- 
ist?’ observed Caraway. “You are 
paid pretty well for being one, at 
$8000 a year.” 

Caraway and the witness engaged 
in an Inconclusive discussion of the 
ethics and the. practical value of 
lobbying. Austin declared it was 
perfectly proper und sometimes 
useful for an industry to maintain 
above-board organization in 


Washington, Caraway placed a low 


value on the results of all forms 
of. lobbying and the witness agreed 
with him that in many cases an 
industry would be just as well off 
without representation at the cap- 
ital. 

Austin aroused laughter by tell- 
ing of one lobbyist, in, his fourth 
class, who had boasted that he 
“could siap every United States 
Senator on the back and call him 
by his first name.” 

After hearing Austin the cont- 
mittee took a recess to 10 a. m. 
tomorrow. 

Tomorrow the committee plans 
to inquire into the employment of 
Charles L. ,Eyanson of the Con- 
necticut Muanufacturer’s Associa- 
tion by Senator Bingham of Con- 
necticut, a Republican member of 
the Financé Committee, to assist 
hitm in activities connected with the 
drafting of the tariff bill.. The 
committee is particuiarly eager to 
learn whether Eyanson was re- 
ceiving a salary from the Manufa>- 
turers’ Association at the time he 
was employed by Bingham. To this 
end E. Kent Hubbard, president of 
the association, and Robert C. 
Buell,- secretary and _ treasurer, 
have been summoned as witnesses. 


Former Tariff Commission Member 


Draws Pay as Potters’ “Adviser.” 

Toward the close of yesteriday’s 
session, Curaway encountered ~ his 
first recalcitrant witness and gave 
evidence of the committee's inten- 
tion to stand firmly on its rights, 
by insisting that he answer ques- 
tions to which he at first declined 
to reply. 

William Burgess, former member 
of the Tariff Commission, who now 
is tariff adviser to the American 
Pottery Association, was the wit- 
ness. He was asked whether he 
had clients other than the pottery 
organization but he declined at 
first to answer. 

Finally. he disclosei that he also 
was retained by the National As- 
sociation of Wool Manufacturers, 
the National Electric Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, a group of vel- 
veteen m&nufacturers, a greeting 
card association, the National Tile 
Manufacturers’ Association and the 
Toy Association of America. He 
explained that his activities in be- 
half of these organizations ‘were in 
New York City, while his work for 
the pottery association was in 
Washington. 

Draws Several Salaries. 

Asked about his salaries, Bur- 
gess said he received $1800 a year 
from the Wool Association, $2400 
a year from the. electrical inter- 
ests and $7500 a year as tariff ad- 
viser to the pottery industry. He 
was not asked. about his salary 
with the other. organizations. 

Mentioning Chairman Smoot of 
the Senate Finance Committee, 
Senators Hatfield and Goff of 
West Virginia, Watson 6f Indiana. 
and Fess and Burton of, Ohio, the 
witness said he had made calls on 
members of Congress in corinec- 
tion with his interest in the use 
of an American valuation rather 
than foreign in the tariff bill. He 
insisted that he merely gave these 
Senators information. 

From Burgess, the committee re- 
ceived its first definition of a lob- 
byist. The witness said a lobbyist 
was a person who carried on a 
business of attempting to obtain 
or prevent legislation in which he 
had no personal interest, his activ- 
ities being motivated by remunera- 
tion from concerns or organiza- 
tions that might be benefitted, 

As a manufacturer of pottery, he 
said he had a personal interest in 
the tariff schedules on that pro- 
duct and could not under the 
terms of his definition be classed 
as a lobbyist. 

Attempts of the pottery industr#v 
to have Frederick L. Koch, tariff 
commission expert, removed be- 
cause Of his attitude toward the 
industry in the framing of tho 
tariff bill were considered by the 
committee as it began its inquiry. 

Burgess told the committee he 
and others of the industry had 
protested to the commission that 
Koch was biased in favor of im- 
porters when he testified at a Sen- 
ate hearing on the tariff measure. 

Koch delivered to Chairman 
Caraway a letter-written by H. R. 
Wyllie of Huntington, W. Va., to 
President Hoover demanding dis- 
missal of Koch on the ground that 
he was helping importers. The let. 
ter was turned over by the Whits 
House to the Tariff Commission, 


which has taken no action against 
its expert, 

Closely questioned by Senatoc 
Walsh (Dem.), Montana, Burgess 
said the complaint against Koch 
was that he had handed Senator 
King (Dem.), Utah, some material 
during a hearing of representatives 
of the pettery industry before a 
Senate finance sub-committee, 
which prompted King to ask ques- 
tions about the condition of the 
pottery business.

Good and Major-General Lytle 
Brown, the new Chief of Engineers, 
listened attentively during the 
hearing, which lasted more than an 
hour and a nalf.

The photo-electric cell is a con- 
ductor of ‘electricity only in pro- 
portion. to the strength and tone of 
the light playing upon it. Thus it 
translates light into electricity. 
Sound is translated into a varying 
current of electricity in every tele- 
phone, and the Neon giow tube, 
sensitive to the electrical equiva- 
lents of sou vibrations, translates 
that sound imto light. 

Measuring of Stress. 

Measuring of stress by elliptical- 
ly polarized light was demonstrat- 
ed yesterday by Kintner’s assistant, 
Dr. Phillips Thomas. By older 
methods, caiculation of strain on 
material in complicated shapes was 
sometimes impossible. Celluloid 
reproductions of the pieces showed 
a measurable pattern like a rain- 
bow at the points of stress and in 
proportion to it, which could be 
compared with patterns of known 
stress for exact measurement. 

Traffic was regulated at a model 
intersection of a major with a sec- 
ondary street by means of a photo- 
electric cell, installed beneath the 
secondary: street, where automo- 
biles wishing to cross the main 
thoroughfare would throw the cell 
in the shadow. The green lights 
would remain on the main street 
permanentiy until an automobile 
stopped over the  photo-electric 
cell.

Director of Traffic 
Planning tn Pittsburg, has had the 
device in- operation: at a Pittsburg 
street corner for six months. Its 
advantage is that through traffic 
is not haited by a red light with 
no cross traffic in sight. 

Sound of Propeller Imitated.

STATES QUEBEC POLICY 


TOWARD U. 5. CAPITAL |< 


Premier, Addressing Invest- 
ment Bankers, Warns Against 
Unfair Competition. 


By the Associated Press. 

QUEBEC, Quebec, Oct. 16.— 
Americans entering business in 
/ Canada must co-operate with 
Canadians, live a Canadian life and 
not injure the country’s basic in- 
dustries by unwise competition, 
Premier ‘Taschereau advised the 
delegates to the convention of the 
Investment Bankers’ Association of 
America at the official opening of 


the eighteenth, annual] gathering. 

His advice followed references 
to the importance of the newsprint 
industry to Canada, particularly to 
the Province of Quebec. It was 
taken as friendly warning that this 
Province will welcome American 
capital only when it is willing to 
operate first for the benefit of the 
Dominion, 

The convention was opened for- 
mally ‘by Lieutenant-Governor H. 
G. Carroll. 

Taschereau, in outlining oppor- 
tunities for American capital in 
Quebec, gave warning against 
over-exploitation of the newsprint, 
industry. The Premier pointed out 
that increased exports of newsprint 
from Canada have followed faNure 
of the mills in the United States to 
keep pace with increased demand. 

“In order to propagate the forest 
and create a permanent supply of 
wood, the Government requires 
money and this can only be ob- 
tained by assessing the industry,” 
he said. 

“If the Government does not take 
this situation in hand, the sequence 
of results will be: First, the de- 
struction of the financial credit of 
the industry; second, a shortage of 
paper, and then higher prices, 
which will undoubtedly cause great 
embarrassment and financial less 
to the publishers.”

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CULT PRIESTESS HELD 
UNDER $70,000 BOND 


Los Angeles Woman Accused 
of Defrauding Man 
of. $40,000.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Oct. 14.— 
May Otis Blackburn, high 
priestess of ‘““The Divine Order of 
the Royal Arm of the Great Eleyv- 
en,” was held in jail today in de- 
fault of $70,000 bail for trial in Su- 
perior Court on 12 counts of grand 
larceny brought by Clifford Dab- 
ney, wealthy oil operator and for- 
mer member of the religious cult. 
Mrs. Ruth Weiland Rizzio, her 
daughter and second priestess of 
the organization, was released yes- 
terday when a Municipal Court 
Judge ruled the evidence against 
her was insufficient to warrant ac- 
tion. 

Mr. and Mrs. William P. Rhoads, 
cult members, held in connection 
with the death of Willa Rhoads, 
their foster daughter, were released 
on orders of Capt. Ray Cato, police 
investigator. Cato said there was 
no evidence to show that the girl, 
whose death was concealed for 
three years, died of unnatural 
causes. 

The cult came under fire recent- 
ly when Dabney filed charges that 
Mrs. Blackburn and her daughter 
defrauded him of nearly $40,000 


for publication of “The Sixth Seal.” 
a cult book under preparation, 
which they asserted would reveal 
all the secrets of nature. includ- 
ing the location of precious min- 
erals. 

The investigation was intensified 
with the discovery of Miss Rhoads’ 
body buried beneath the flooring 
of the Rhoads home. The pairc 
said they concealed the girl's death 
after she died of diphtheria becau<e 
Mrs. Blackburn said she would 
arise.

EDERAL COURT UPSETS 
_ 9-CENT FARE PROVIDED 


IN LOS ANGELES FRANCHISE 


} 


Holds Rate to Be Confiscatory and Orders’ 
| Higher Schedule — City Appeals to 
Supreme Court.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—That a 
municipality loses all control over 
fares when it grants a franchise 
to a street railway company again 
has been demonstrated by a recent 
appeal to the United States Su- 
preme Court by the City of. Los 
Angeles and the California Rail- 
road Commission. 

The app.al is against the deci- 
sion of a three-judge Federal Dis- 
trict Court in California awarding 
a %-cent cash and 6%4-cent token 
fare to the Los Angeles Railway 
Corporation despite the fact that 
more than two-thirds of-its sev- 
eral franchises stipulate a 65-cent 
fare. ; 

The traction company, denje® a 
farg increase by the railroad com- 
mission, brought suit in the Fed- 
eral Court, on the ground that the 
o-cent fare was confiscatory. The 
Court held that the franchises were 
not binding and _ valid contracts, 
and issued an injunction against 
the Railroad Commission to pre- 
vent it from interfering with the 
collection of the increased rates. 
The increased fares have been col- 
lected by the company since Oct. 
21, 1928, when the court decree be- 
came effective. 

Calculations differ as to what 
return the increased fares will 
bring. The company states in its 
brief that a straight T7-cent fare 
would yield 7.38 per cent on the 
fair value of its property. The 
municipality of Los Angeles and 
the Railroad Commission claim 
that the present fares mean a re- 
turn of at least 9.4 per cent. 

In attacking the validity of the 


fare provided in the franchise, the 
l traction conipany, in its brief, con- 
tends that the city has never pos- 
sessed the power to fix public util- 
ity rates by contracts. 

In support of its claims, the 
company further argues that the 
franchises are intended to regu- 
late and not to contract, and that 
in fact the State Railroad Commis- 
sion, the legal regulatory body 
created by State law twice exer- 
cised jurisdiction over the com- 
pany’s franchise fares, 

The reference to the commis- 
sion’s: jurisdiction over fares de- 
spite the franchise rates was based 
on the commission’s actions in 1921 
and in 1928. In 1921, the commis- 
sion, after an investigation asked 
for by the traction company, au- 
thorized the company to file with 
the commission a 6-cent cash and 
a 10-for-50-cent token schedule, 
The company did not comply and 
several years later, at the company's 
request, the commission dropped 
the authorization. The 6-cent fare 
was never operative. In 1928 uc- 
tion was the eommission’s refusa! 
to raise the 5-cent fare. 

When the 1928 decision of the 
commission was made known, the 
company filed suit in the Federal 
District Court. complaining that 
the 5-cent fare was  confiscatory 
and that the commission’s action 
was arbitrary and violative of the 
company’s rights under the Federal 
Constitution. 

The three-Judge court, with 
United States Circuit Judge Wil- 
liam H. Hunt presidjng, held that 
the company’s property was being 
confiscated under the five-cent 


fare. 


Railroad, and Car) J. Baer, vice 
president of the Mississippi Valley 
Barge Line, insisted that develop- 
ment of inland waterway routes 
should not create a new rate struc- 
ture, but a new transportation serv- 
ice when economically justifiable.

“Waterway rates ought. to be 
based on what the traffic will prop- 
erly bear.”’ itzgeraid said, “but be- 
fore we establish waterways we 
should determine whether we real- 
ly need additional transportation 
and whether artificial waterways 
will furnish a quality of service 
which shippers will use. 


“The value of any transportation 
facility can be determined only on 
a basis of cost and value of serv- 
ice. The value of existing rail 
service is freely conceded: the 
value of the oceans and Great 
Lakes cannot be questioned: but 
the valve of artificial waterways as 
a transportation agency has not yet 
been proved.”’ ‘ 

“Let us have all the transporta- 
tion we need. Each type should 
function in the field where it can 
furnish the most efficient service 
and should carry every’ pound of 
traffic it is best equipped to handle. 
But the cost of providing any form 
of transportation should be paid 
by those who use the service. 


Attacks Hoover’s Policy. , 

H. A, Palmer of Chicago, editor 
of The Traffic World, vigorously 
attacked President Hoover’s advo- 
cacy of inland waterways. He said 
that there was no more valid rea- 
son for the Government to oper- 
ate .barge lines than there would be 
for it to build a new railroad and 
lower freight rates 20 per cent. 

Thus far, the shippérs’ .view- 
point of the inland waterways ques- 
tion has not been presented al- 
though .many prominent shippers 
are attending the meeting. 

The discussion today shifted 
from waterways to motor busses 
and airplanes. During the next 
six months the member clubs will 
study political rate making and 
store-door delivery and will] dis- 
cuss them at the April meeting.

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Oct. 
16 (delayed).—The ‘second Wil- 
kins Hearst expedition to the Ant- 
arctic arrived here today aboard 
the S. S. Northern Prince, and 
is prepared to depart in a fort- 
night for the wintry base on De- 
ception Island. 

After receiviug 
greeting of the Uruguayan repub- 
lic from welcoming offigials, we 
were formed that President Dr. 
Juan Wamisteguy would receive 
the members of the expedition on 
Thursday. We spent the afternoon 
sight seeing, after being guests of 
the Rotary Club at luncheon. 

A hasty examination oof our 
stores showed that all the sup- 
plies shipped from Europe, includ- 
ing our Austin motor car and our 
special jaeger and burbury winter 
clothing were on hand. Everything 
that is required for the success of 
the expedition is assembled here, 
and ready to be stored aboard the 
Norwegian whaler Melville. 

The Melville will arrive here to- 
ward the end of the month and 
on Oct. 30 we will steam out of 
the harbor and sai! for Deception 
island where the winter is reported 
to be of more than the usual se- 
verity, We are well prepared, 
however, to brave the worst of the 
Antarctic’s weather to accomplish 
our aim. 

Parker Cramer and Al Chess- 
man, the pilot and mechanic of 
the expedition, are anxiously wait- 
ing to reach Deception Island, 
where our two airplanes — were 
stored following the completion of 
the first part of our work there 
in the spring. We have brought 
along spare parts for the two 
planes, parts most likely to be 
needed on the aircraft after a 
summer's disuse, and the two air- 
men already are figuring on just 
how soon they can get the ma- 
chines into the air. 

Vittor Olason, the radio oper- 
ator, #8 also anxious to get his 
transmitter and receiver rigged up 
in the snow and ice land. 

We expect to do most of our 
work this trip in Antarctic “day- 
light” and a good day's work will 
be practically around the _ clock 
twice. We expeéct to cover some- 
thing like 2500 mile of coast line 
that is already known and then 
strike into the interior of Graham 
Land. The time may come when 
that section of the Antarctic may 
have some commercial value. ,Prob- 
ably there are large deposits of 
ore there which can be success- 
fully: exploited. . Bhis part of the 
world may turn out in time, to be 
the second Klondike. ‘ 

In two weeks we will be ready 
to go South, ready to go to work,

LITTLE ..MERICA, Antarctica, 
Oct. 15 (by wireless).—The sup- 
porting party of four men ‘and 
three dog teams, will pre- 
pare the way for a geological ex- 
pedition Queen Maud 
in a 
tew hours as the temeprature has 
risen considerably and there 
warm sun shining. 

Much of their load has already 
been taken several miles up the 


bay to the foot of the barrier 
where it will be picked up and 
the first night’s “camp probably 
will be five or 10 miles farther 
on beyond ‘the top of the barrier 
edge. If they go they will be ac- 
companied by members of the geo- 
logical party; who will help them 
up the difficult pull that leads to 
the barrier about 12 miles south 
of Little America and remain with 
them a day or two before return- 
ing. 

The supporting party will go in- 
land for 200 miles, laying depots 
for the geological party, which 
will get away a few days later 
and follow the trail to a point half 
way to the mountains. 

_ Trail Marked Last Fall. 

The trail south from Little 
America to the fourth depot, the 
southern limit of the supporting 
party’s journey, is the most diffi- 
cult part of the long sledge trip 
over the ice barrier to the Queen 
Maud Mountains. It was the part 
on which Amundsen had his only 
difficulties While on the barrier 
and before T®aching the terrific 
chasms of the glaciers leading: to 
the polar plateau. 

Over this part of the route the 
supporting party will break trai 
and mark a way for the following 
geological party, in addition to lay- 
ing depots for their use.

Will Go First to Framheim, 

Ths supporting party will go 
south to Framheim, Amundsen’s 
old headquarters, either over the 
bay ice or if that is too much 
broken up by ypressure, for it tow- 
ers high in the air now and there 
are bad fissures and crevasses, over 
the barrier itself to Framheim. 
Even the latter route is crevassed 
this spring because of pressure. 

From Framheim the way lies up 
a slope at the foot of which is a 
crevasse about 12 feet wide, which 
was crossed easily last year-at a 
som.whet narrower place now 
marked with flags. Once up this 
slope, which will be a stiff pull and 
where the dogs of the geological 
party may help, there is a level 
stretch over a terrace of ice to the 
foot of another steep slope. 

Once up that and the tép of the 
barrier is reached, with no more 
hills until the mountains. are 
reached, although the surface rises 
in gradual undulations from a 
height of 256 feet above sea level, 
as noted by Amundsen, just after 
the edge of the barrier is passed, 
to a height of 928 feet at Lat. 79 
degrees 12 minutes. This is the 
highest point on the entire route 
tothe mountains, as at the last de- 
pot at 85 degrees, not far from 
Mount Nansen, the altitude is only 
476 feet. And for 40 miles before 
reaching that point, the altitude of 
the barrier is less than 100 feet 
above sea level. 

So it can be seen that the ele- 
vation of more than 900 feet s80 
much farther is significant as in- 
dieating the presence of land at 
that point.

On the first trips Amundsen 
made across this crevassed area, 
twice on a depot-laying journey 
and going south on his: polar trip, 
he had little difficulty with crev- 
asses. But on the way home after 
reaching the pole he had a differ- 
ent story to tell. 

“Three times we had now gone 
over this stretch of the barrier 
without having really clear weath- 
er,” Amundsen says in his book. 
“This time we had it and were able 
to see what it actually looked like. 

“The irregularities began in 81! 
degrees 12 minutes south and did 
not extend very far from borth to 
south, possibly about five kilom- 
eters (three and a quarter miles). 
How far they extend from east to 
west it is difficult to say, but at 
any rate as far as the eye could 
reach. 

“Immense pieces of the surface 
had fallen away and opened up the 
most horrible yawning gulfs, big 
enough to s'vallow many caravans 
of the size of ours. From these 
open holes only wide cracks -an 
out in all directions, besides which 
mounds and haycocks were every- 
where to be seen. Perhaps the 
most remarkble thing of all was 
that we had passed over here un- 
harmed.” 

Will Have to Watch Their Step. 

And ‘yet for the reassurance of 
folks back 1ome, he did pass over 
this area safely four times, on three 
of which he was unable to see 
where he was going; so with ropes 
and belts wid bamboo poles and 
the other precautions available 
there is no ‘eason why these dog 
teams and their drivers should not 
get across safely, although’ they 
will have t> watch their step.

To Avoid Crevassed Region. 

This crevassed region will be 
avoided as it was last year by go- | 
ing somewhat to the east of the | 
course and then turning back 
again. Amutdsen got into this 
place of innumerable’ crevasses, 
which he called the Trap, on his 
depot journey and later of the po- 
lar journey, but got out of it by 
turning east. 

“There was no necd to look for 
crevasses,” he said in his book, 
“there was literally nothing else to 
be seen.” 

This place lies in a sort of hol- 
low. After going around the Trap. 
the first depot will be established 
by adding dog food to the stores 
already there and covering them 
with snow to form a big mound 
surmounted by a flag. The entire 
route will be marked by these yel- 
low flags fastened to pieces of 
bamboo and stuck in the snow at 
half-mile intervals, and at every 
noonday halt a snow beacon with 
a flag on it will be erected. 


The depots will be more elabo- 
rately marked, however, so that in 
storms or days of bad visibility on 
the return journey it will be easier 
to find aghern. 


In addition to the snow mound 
and the large flag on it, flags will 
be placed at quarter-mile intervals 
for a distance of five miles on each 
side of the depots. There will be 
°0 of these flags on each side, and 
each one will be matked with the 
letter “E” or “W,” denoting east 
or west and a number showing the 
distance out from the depot. So 
that if a returning party loses the 
trail and finds a flag marked 
“E-16" the members will know that 
they are four miles east of a depot. 

Good Route for First Part. 

The traveling should be smooth 
and safe for some time after leav- 
ing the first depot, if conditions 
are still as Amundsen found them, 
until the third depot is placed at 
81 south. The second depot at 80 
degrees 10 minutes is just beyond 
Amundsen’s @epot at 80 south. 
which was large, well filled with the supporti.g party, the

should be smooth and easy, partic- 
ularly as they will have opped a 
good part of their loads. “ They 
may also be able to get a glimpse 
of the land which Amundsen saw 
far to the cast, a sight of which 
would somewhat reward them for 
their difficult journey and at the 
same time tantalize them with the 
thought that they would see land 
and not be able to reach it. The 
barrier is heavily crevassed to the 
east, also indicating land, and last 
year the depot-laying party saw a 
pressure line to the west which ran 
parallel to their route at a distance 
of a féw miles. Their work will 
have been done, however, and they 
will turn homeward over the cre- 
vasses and around huge holes for- 
tunately much lighter than when 
they went out.

/Moscow churches have been con- 
verted into anti-religion museums. 

On Oct. 10 what were said to be 
Fthe first anti-religion universities 
in the world were opened simul- 
taneously in Leningrad and Mos- 
cow. That in Leningrad was named 
for Stepnaoff Skvortsoff, pioneer 
atheist in Russia, and began ses- 
sions with 300 students, including 
47 women. The Moscow University

THE TARIFF IMPASSE. 

The Hawley-Smeoot tariff bill has come almost to a 
dead pause in the Senate, Leaders of the majority 
party supporting the measure are anxious. They fear 
the bill will not be passed in the special session 
called for that purpose. Other Republican leaders, 
like Senator Borah, are quite unmoved by their col- 
leagues’ uneasiness. More than that, they are de- 
termined the bill will never pass in its present form. 

From the very first these Republican opponents 
of the bill have denounced it as a betrayal of the 
party’s pledge. The point is not debatable. Mr. 
Hoover as a candidate was persuaded by Mr. Borah 
to call an extra session to deal ‘with agricultural 
problems. The program, as regards the tariff, called 
for a revision limited to farm products. The writing 
of an entirely new customs act was not contemplated 
—in the Kansas City platform,’ in the campaign ut- 
terances, or, finally, in the President’s message to 
the special session. Certainly no such bill was 
looked for as that which the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the House turned out—a bill which piled 
up additional protection for industries already enor- 
mously profitable, and heaped new burdens on the 
farmer, to whom, in the words of Senator Brook- 
hart, it gave a dime and took away a dollar. 

Morally, the position of the Republican “antis” is 
impregnable. The cynic may argue that morals cut 
little figure in practical politics, and no figure at 
all in the matter of the tariff. Nevertheless, the Re- 
publican party, in full control of the House and 
Senate, is unable to pass a tariff bill. It is help 
less in its one great specialty. If morals do not ac- 
count for this strange spectacle what is the ex- 
planation? 

The explanation is found in the new stature of 
American industry. Foreign trade is today a big and 
growing factor in our prosperity. A barricaded home 
market does not suffice to maintain mass produc: 
tion at top stride. Our consuming capacity must be 
reinforced by the other markets. We are an export- 
ing nation.. We are also a creditor nation. Our for- 
eign loans run into billions. Our mioney is spread 
all over the world. Our prosperity is not isolated. 
It is tled up with the prosperity of other nations. 

It has been observed that American business as-a 
whole is lukewarm toward the tariff row in Wash- 
ington. Anyhow, there is no such organized propa- 
ganda for the Hawley-Smoot bill as previous Re- 
publican measures have had. True, the special in- 
terests under the leadership of Pennsylvania's 
Grundy may be demanding all the traffic will bear, 
but the old clamor that roared in on Congress from 
aH sections is not heard today at the capital. For 
example, we might point to our great local industry, 
the shoe business, which prefers to remain as it is, 
without protection, to the schedule proposed by the 
pending bill. That attitude is symptomatic. 

That the farming population as a whole is bitterly 
opposed to the Hawley-Smoot bill does not have to 
be asserted, but that opposition is voiced by responsi- 
ble Republican newspapers which heretofore have 
been only mildly critical of party policies. There is no 
soft-pedaling now. Not only is the farmer up in 
arms, but the cities dependent on agriculture have 
taken up the gauge in an impressive journalistic 
protest which, if ignored, promises to ripen into 
political revy6dlt. 

» Obviously, the proponents of the Hawley-Smoot 
bill are on the defensive. Morally, their position is 
untenable, Practically they are, for the present at 
least, unable to deliver. 
lavish subsidies to the’ special interests, but they 
can’t do it. The opposition is too strong. There 


are too many interests, too varied, and too powerful, 
that have gone beyond the parochial perspective ofa 
prohibitive tariff. '

We congratulate 
both the city and the Wabash for this partial set- 
tlement of the problem. Aside from being danger- 
ous and a detriment to traffic, the Union-Lindell 
crossing mars the appearance of one of the most beau- 
tiful sections of St. Louis. Agitation for its removal 
crystallized last summer when the Board of Aldermen 
passed an ordinance for that purpose, and since then 
the city and the railroads have been at work on the 
knotty problems involved. 

Unfortunately, the Rock Island, which leases the 
tracks from the Wabash, has withheld its submis- 
sion to the city’s plan. The Rock Island is consider- 
ing the abandonment of its western entrance to the 
city, in which case it would no longer use the cross- 
ing. We hope, however, that in the meantime it will 
show itself public-spirited enough to ratify the agree- 
ment and leave to the Public Service Commission, as 
the Wabash has done, the allotment of cost. The 
Rock Island can depend upon the commission, of 
course, to deal fairly with it and to make proper de- 
ductions if it abandons the western entrance. 

As it happens, a quick decision which will permit 
the work to go ahead is very important because of 
the desirability of beginning work on the crossing 
simultaneously with the sewering of the River des 
Peres. We await the Rock Island’s action.

A New Pennant Trust

Now that Messrs. Tumult and Shouting have died and the Mc- 
Carthys and the Wilsons and the McGillicuddys and the Simmonses 
have departed, the natural question arises as to whether the Ath- 
letics are going to take the place of the Yankees as the Pennant 


Trust of the American League. 

Despite the bank roll of Col. 
Jacob Ruppert, the New York 
Americans, without the guiding 
genius of Miller Huggins, will find 
it difficult to rebuild that once 


powerful machine. Of course any 
team with Ruth and Gehrig is 
dangerous, but the Yankees need 
several pitchers, a third baseman 
and an outfielder and perhaps still 
another infielder. 

During the last stages of the 
pennant race Miller Huggins was 
experimenting with Lary at third 
base and Durocher at:short. He 
had Byrd in left field. All three 
men were experiments and it was 
known that Huggins planned to 
make every effort during the win- 
ter to obtain new men to strength- 
en the Yankees. 4 

Ruppert Must Rebuild. 


With Huggins gone and with. 


Ruth on the down grade, with 
Pennock about through and with 
Hoyt and Pipgras the only thor- 
oughly tested and dependable 
flingers on the staff, whoever in- 
herits the job of the late Miller 
Huggins, will have to face many 
vexing problems. 

With the Yankees virtually out 
of it as far as stiff opposition is 
concerned, who is going to chal- 
lenge the pennant aspirations of 
the new world champions in 1930? 

Cleveland's Indians finished 
third by a whisker in the 1929 
campaign, but they probably would 
not have done better than fourth 
if it had not been for the row be- 
tween Dan Howley and Phil Ball, 
which caused the Browns to sag 
during the last months of the cam- 
paign. 

Cleveland cannot be rated 
serious pennant contender and 
neither can the Browns. The 
Browns of 1929 had Dan Howley 
as manager and Bill Killefer as 
head coach. It was a great com- 
bination and while Killefer will re- 
main, succeeding Dan as manager, 
the fact remains that the Browns 
have lost one of the men who 
guided them to whatever successes 
they had during the last three sea- 
sons. 

Moreover it must be remembered 
that the Browns went through the 
last race without any important 
additions to the squad. Rick Fer- 
rell ought té be better in 1930 and 
he was the only outstanding addi- 
tion to the team last spring. He 
caught in 63 games. He probably 
will be the catcher in more than 
100 contests of the next campaign. 

Except for Ferrell the Browns 
went through the 1929 fight with 
the same men who were available 
in 1928 and had it not been for 
the fact that Oscar Melillo made 
a remarkable comeback and played 
brilliantly at second base, Howley 
would have been hard up for in- 
fielders. 

Killefer needs much help to 
turn the Browns from a fourth- 
place combination into a pennant- 
contender and until the Browns get 
something more than Buvids and 
Roetzes and Grimeses and Jen- 
kinses and Donderos, they cannot 
be considered as any serious threat 
against the Athletics’ pennant 
reign. 

Because they faltered and failed 
in Other years. the Athletics were 
not recognized as a great team in 
all baseball quarters, even. after 
they had won a pennant. But their 
brilliant performance in the world 
series, their excellent pitching. 
batting, fielding and the great 
courage they displayed, stamped 
them as a great team and most of 
the experts, going -home front the 
title struggle, said they expected 
the White Elephants to win several 
more flags for Connie Mack. 

Rogeys Hornsby, who wasn’t so 
hot during the series, but who 
knows a little baseball neverthe- 
less, said he thought the Macks 
would win again in 1980 and 
should be good for several years. 

“Mack has a great team.” Rog 
said. “He's got everything—hit- 
ting strength, a good defense and

tively young. Yes, if we win in 
our league again next year we'll 
get another crack at the Athletics.” 
Mack Has a Young Team. 
Mack's team has enough young 
blood to keep it going for several 
years. Simmons, Haas, Cochrane, 
Foxx, Bishop and the pitchers have 
many years before them. Bing 
Miller, the right-fielder, is no 
spring chicken, having had a try- 
out with Detroit 12 years ago, but 
he carries his age well and though 
he is 35, he is not through. 
Jimmy Dykes, Mack’s third base- 
man, is one of the veteransof the 
squad. He is 33 years old, but 
he should be able to guard third 
base for several seasons more. 
Joe Boley, the shortstop, may be 
the first infielder Mack will have 
to replace. He has been with the 
Athletics only three years, but he 
played in Baltimore from 1919 to 
1926 and is 31 years old. How- 
ever, while hfs throwing arm is 
not all that it might be, he makes 
up for that handicap by getting 
the ball away quickly and is a 
steady fielder. 
Mack’ pitching staff should be 
better next year. Grove has shown 
steady improvement and there is 
no reason why Earnshaw and Wal- 
berg should not be as good. Then 
Mack has several young pitchers 
who showed promise this season 
and who. will be able to take the 
places of Jack Quinn and Ehmke. 
No, the more you consider ‘t, 
the harder it issto see any team 
that stands out as likely to chal- 
lenge the Athletics’ American 
League supremacy in the next 
year or two. 
In the National League the sit- 
uation is different. The Pirates 
cracked after their one-sided de.- 
feat at the hands of the Yankees 
in 1927 and something happened to 
the Cardinals after their disas- 
trous world series of 1928. The 
Cubs may forget their misfortunes 
next spring, but the -.esult of the 
series will not make the other teams 
in the league have any too much 
respect for the Chicagoans. MacrF 
showed that pitching could stop 
“‘Murderers’ Row.” 
Moreover the Giants, Pirates and 
Cardinals will be better next sea. 
son and don’t forget that if the 
Phillies get a couple of good pitch- 
ers there will be another pennan: 
contender in the ‘field, And then 
the Reds, with Dan Howley build- 
ing them up, and with new money 
behind them, will be a new team 
in 1930.

| How to Clean Rugs 


.y N rooms constantly used the rugs 
| require frequent cleaning. They 

should be brushed or cleaned 
with a carpet sweeper every day or 
two and the vacuum cleaner should 
be applied once a week. 

Even with this regular care, 
however, it is necessary to scrub 
them when badly soiled. When do- 
ing this only a section of the rug 
should be scrubbed or sponged with 
a thick suds of mild soap and wa- 
ter and it should be thoroughly 
rinsed before cleansing the next 
section and the water should, be 
changed when it becomes discol- 
ored. Use a new brush that is not 
too coarse and do not scrub in a 
circular motion. 

This method may cause the rug 
to shrink or the colors to run, so it 
is advisable to be cautious, To be 
successful the rug must be quickly
